Pipers Face First

Hamlin’s rampaging Pied Pipers 
added the Anson Tigers to their 
list of victims last week, when the 
local grid sq uad rolled over the 
county seat team by a score of 27 
to 0. 
The Pipers, flushed with two vic- 
oi ies in as many starts, and with 
thq jr goal line uncrossed during the 
season, failed to tally against the 
Tigers in the first two periods of 
play . 
: * 
Both teams see-sawed back and 
forth across the field for the two 
periods, and it was only the second 
half th at the Pipers began to look 
like the district threat that they 
are now conceded to be. 
The Pipers, drilled by Coaches 
Red Burditt and Vernon Townsend 
during the past week will face their 
first district test Friday n ight when 
they are slated to meet the Roby 
Lions on Piper field. 
The Lions, with a record of four 
games and four losses this y ear, are 
rated as the underdogs in the com­ 
ing game. 
Coaches of the Pipers, 
jhowever, have warned their charges 
to take nothing for granted in the 
contest. 
Hamlin startin g lineup will pro­ 
bably be the same as that for all 
of the games play ed this y ear, B ur­ 
ditt said Wednesday . 
In last Friday ’s game. Joe Allen 
Dean play ed outstanding ball in the 
backfield, and sparked the Pipers to 
victory oy er the Tigers. 
Asa Goodgame, left end. brought 
the fans of both teams to their 
feet in homage to his thrilling play 
when he took the ball on the kick- 
off in the second half and raced 80 
y ards to score the first marker for 
Hamlin. 
In the third period the Tigers had

The Hamlin Herald co ngratulates Tex ­ 
a s’ neighbo r to the no rth fo r the stinging 
rebuke administered to the liquo r interests 
in last Tuesday 's electio n. By a majo rity 
o f almo st 50,000 the v o ters o f Oklaho ma 
to ld the liquo r cro wd that they wa nted 
their state to remain dry . 
Of co urse there hav e been lo ud criti- 
cisms lev elled at Oklaho ma citizens fo r 
“ v o ting dry and drinking wet,” but mo st 
o f tho se co me fro m peo ple who are disa p­ 
po inted because they had an ax e to grind 
in the issue. 
The principal argument used bo th be­ 
fo re and after the electio n wa s the o ld 
canard that “ y o u’re go ing to hav e liquo r, 
whether legal o r illegal, so why no t lega l­ 
ize it, tax it and co ntro l it? ” 
That same argument co ud he used as to 
why laws against narco tic sales sho uld 
be repealed. We are go ing to hav e do pe- 
heads, and w e’re go ing to hav e sale o f 
do pe a ny wa y — so why no t remo v e the bans 
against it, tax it and co ntro l it? 
Or, ev ery da y peo ple v io late the laws 
against murder, so why no t repeal tho se 
laws, pass a ho micide co ntro l act and put 
a tax o n the ta king o f human life? Laws 
pro hibiting murder are no t effectiv e a ny ­ 
way , and the state had as well get so me 
rev enue fro m the killings that o ccur. 
C o ntrary to the statements ex pressed 
by many wets, Oklaho ma is no t as wet as 
bo rder states, where liquo r sales are legal 
ized. It is true that into x icants can he 
bo ught there— but it is also true that it is 
a i ai e thing to see into x icated perso ns o n 
public streets there, as is the case in areas 
where liquo r sales are letral.

ed "tuberculin tests.” simple tests 
to detect whether or not a child has 
tuberculosis germs in his body . 
Seme parents are inclined to view 
the 
tuberculin 
test 
with 
alarm, 
mainly because they are not under­ 
stand the purpose of the test. They 
may object because they falsely be­ 
lieve that tuberculin test is harm ­ 
ful Others think that if a child's 
skin reaects a certain way . the reac­ 
tion means a definite diagnosis of 
tuberculosis. 
Actually , the tuberculin test is a 
harmless skin sensitivity test which 
tells only whether or not tuberculo­ 
sis germs are in a person’s body . 
It does nothing more than that. And 
even if it shows the presenrce of tu­ 
berculosis germs, it does not neces­ 
sarily mean that the person has tu­ 
berculosis. It does mean the person 
has been exposed to the disease at 
some time and should have a chest 
X ray and other tests to find out 
whether he has tuberculosis. 
Tuberculin is a stertile fluid made 
up of a liquid in which tuberculosis 
germs were grown. When a small 
amount of the tuberculin is applied 
to or injected into the skin of a per­ 
son who has tuberculosis germs, 
the area of skin treated becomes 
becomes red and raised in about 
two 
day r 
This 
"reaction” take* 


place because the presence of tuber­ 
culosis germs in the body makes the 
tissues, including the skin, sensitive 
to a certain products p roduc t by 
the germs. 
When there is no skin reaction it 
j means that the person, at that 
time, does not 
have tuberculosis 
germs in his body . 
When a child reacts positively to 
! the tuberculin test, whether or not 
| he 
has 
tuberculosis, 
the doctor 
knows that he has been in contact 
with a person who has tuberculosis. 
| Efforts are then made to find the 
personn among the child’s family 
and associates who has the disease. 
When he is found, he is urged to 
:ake steps to get prompt treatm ent 
before his disease becomes more dif­ 
ficult to cure and before he spreads 


j his germs to others.
